Evening,   May  29,  1932.

Professor  of  Geology,    University  of   Utah. 

1  here,  are  vast  numbers  of  people  who 
believe  in  the  message  of  Jesus  Christ  and 
yet  have  not  attached  themselves  to  any 
of  the  existing  churches.  Such  people 
commonly  argue  that  they  can  be  equally 
as  sincere  outside  of  the  church  as  within 
it,  and  therefore  that  by  refraining  from 
church  membership  they  are  not  jeopar- 
dizing their  opportunities  of  reward.  It 
is  to  these  people  that  I  desire  to  make 
an  especial  appeal.  While  it  cannot  be 
doubted  that  every  child  of  God,  whether 
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within  the  church  or  without,  wjII  be  re- 
warded in  strict  conformity  with  merit, 
yet  it  is  equally  certain  that  church 
membership  is  an  unquestionable  boon  to 
every  person  who  is  faithful  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  therewith.  I 
have  no  thought  of  minimizing  the  fact 
that  true  worth  rather  than  church 
membership  is  the  basic  feature  upon 
which  future  rewards  will  be  given — 
indeed,  I  myself  am  an  ardent  advocate 
of  this  doctrine— yet  I  confidently  believe 
that  non-churchmen,  generally  speaking, 
are  failing  to  make  the  most  of  their 
opportunities  <  It  is  to  this  particular 
phase  of  the  subject  that  I  now  direct 
my   remarks. 

Development  through   Activity. 

If  for  no  other  reason,  church  member- 
ship is  justified  by  the  opportunities  for 
religious  development  which  it  affords ; 
for,  all  arguments  to  the  contrary,  man 
can  progress  faster  in  connection  with 
organized  and  concerted  effort  than  else- 
where. It  is  to  meet  precisely  a  simila" 
condition  in  the  secular  affairs  of  life  that 
schools  and  colleges  are  organized 
throughout  the  land.  Thus  if  the  believing 
non-churchman  -were  consistent  in  his 
attitude  he  would  deny  himself  the 
privilege  of  attending  college  on  the 
ground  that  equally  satisfactory  progress 
could  be  made  at  home. 

Moreover,  it  should  be  kept  in  mind 
that  individual  progress  is  largely  a 
matter  of  individual  effort.  Accordingly, 
church  membership  with  its  almost  infinite 
opportunities  for  personal  participation 
is  not  in  any  sense  comparable  to  the 
sporadic  efforts  of  isolated  believers. 
Opportunities  for  organized  and  intelli- 
gent effort  are  equally  as  necessary  to  the 
believer  in  God  as  they  are  to  the  student 
of  medicine,  or  law,  or  engineering.  A 
civilized  country  could  dispense  with  its 
schools  as  readily  as  with  its  churches.  In 
this  connection  I  am  not  forgetting  that 
occasionally  "  self-made  "  men  equal  or 
even  excel  those  who  have  attended 
college,  likewise,  that  believing  non- 
churchmen  occasionally  reach  a  degree  of 
efficiency  not  possessed  by  the  average 
churchman,  but  in  both  cases  these  are 
exceptions. 

Obiigations  to  Others. 

Of  equal  importance  to  the  foregoing  is 
the  fact  that  man  has  certain  obligations 


to  his  fellows  which  he  cannot  discharge 
by  isolating  himself  from  them.  The 
question  of  man's  responsibility  to  his 
brother  is  as  old  as  history  itself.  The 
negative  side  of  the  question  has  been 
del  ended  by  the  few  and  the  positive  by 
the  many.  The  fact  remains  that  in  the 
complex  society  of  modern  times  man 
cannot  live  for  himself  alone.  The 
opportunities  and  conveniences  that  sur- 
round him  are  the  product  of  the 
combined  action  of  many  agencies.  He 
cannot  do  his  part  in  the  scheme  of  pro- 
gress merely  by  living  within  himself;  he 
must  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  his 
associate  human  beings,  otherwise  he  is 
not  carrying  his  just  part  of  the  responsi- 
bility. Shall  I  say  that  he  is  a  leaner 
rather  than  a  lifter? 

"  My  Brother's  Keeper." 

What  think  ye  my  hearers  .  of  the 
following?  The  speaker's  professional 
duties  frequently  require  him  to  accom- 
pany large  groups  of  geology  students  in 
Ihe  examination  of  mining  and  other 
properties.  Before  entering  the  mines 
I  invariably  warn  my  students  of  the 
dangers  attendant  upon  such  activities, 
more  especially  while  they  are  upon  the 
ladders,  for  not  infrequently  the  ladders 
are  in  a  bad  state  of  repair,  rounds 
broken  or  missing.  Without  my  men- 
tioning the  desirability  of  it,  the  students 
invariablv  assume  a  mutual  interest  in  one 
another,  and  whenever  a  danger  is  dis- 
covered by  one  of  them  he  immediately 
passes  warning  on  to  the  others. 

Even  now  as  I  speak  to  you  I  can 
visualize  a  long  line  of  my  youthful  com- 
panions on  a  mine  ladder.  The  jetty 
darkness  of  the  damp  air  is  faintly 
illuminated  by  a  few  flickering  candles 
carried  by  the  slowly  moving  students. 
Progress  is  hampered  not  onlv  by  the 
slippery  nature  of  the  ladders  but  by  the 
occasional  presence  of  faulty  founds. 
Even  now  I  hear  echoing  and  re-echoing 
through  the  darkness,  "  Look  out,  here's 
a  broken  round  ;  look  out,  here's  a  broken 
round,"  repeated  again  and  again  as  each 
successive  student  passes  the  point  of 
danger. 

Yes,  I  have  had  as  many  as  fifty 
students  on  a  single  vertical  ladder,  when 
a  misstep  on  the  part  of  any  one  of  them 
would  hurl  him  five  hundred  feet  into  the 
inkv  darkness  of  the  shaft  below.       More- 
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over  if  the  student  who  missed  his  step 
was   near   the   top   of   the  line,   many   ot 
those  below  him  would  be  stripped  irom 
the  ladder  and  suffer  a  similar  fate. 
Personal  Responsibility 

1  have  always  keenly  left  my  responsi- 
bility in  this  matter,  and  have  thought  of 
the  overwhelming  criticism  and  condem- 
nation that  would  justly  await  me  it, 
because  of  my  negligence,  one  ot  these 
splendid  young  men  should  be  missing 
upon  my  return.  But  1  hear  someone 
remark  that  my  position  as  instructor 
makes  me  directly  responsible  for  the 
entire  group.  Granted !  aut  what 
would  you  think  of  one  of  the  students 
who  knowingly  permitted  a  companion 
to  suffer  death  without  extending  a  note 
of  warning?  Would  his  argument  that 
he  had  no  responsibility  tor  the  group 
appease  the  criticism  of  the  stricken 
parents?  Would  the  people  of  the  state 
and  the  nation  hold  him  blameless?  Just 
so,  when  the  children  of  God  return  to 
the  presence  of  the  Father  and  one  of 
them  is  missing  or  under-developed  be- 
cause of  the  negligence  of  those  who 
knew  him,  what  will  fairness  demand? 
No  one  needs  a  reply. 

Church  membership  therefore  not  only 
provides  opportunity  for  personal  develop- 
ment in  connection  with  concerted  plans 
for  good  but  it  enables  the  individual  to 
meet  some  of  the  obligations  which  he 
has  to  others.  Christians,  separated 
from  church  activity,  cannot  fully  dis- 
charge their  duties  in  this  respect,  either 
to  themselves  or  to  the  public  at  large. 

If,  as  just  explained,  membership  is 
highly  advantageous  in  connection  with 
the  average  sectarian  church,  what  can 
be  said  of  it  in  connection  with  a  church 
divinely  organized  and  authorized  to  act 
in  the  name  of  God?  I  speak,  cf 
course,  concerning  the  "Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  .Latter-day  Saints,  organized  in 
1830  under  direct  commandment  of  the  * 
Lord,  and  vested  with  the  right  to  per- 
form whatever  ordinances  are  necessary 
for  the  salvation  of  man  in  the  kingdom 
of  the  Father. 

Initiatory  Requirements. 
i  According  to  Divine  instruction  the  first 
principles,  and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel 
are  (1)  Faith  in  the.  Lord  Jesus  Christ; 
(2)  Repentance  ;  (3)  Baptism  by  immersion 
for  the  remission  of  sins ;  and  (4)  Laying 


on  of  hands  for  the  gilt  oi  the  Holy 
Ghost.  The  Latter-day  Saint  does  not 
claim  to  know  the  reason  tor  all  of  these 
requirements,  except,  of  course,  that  God 
has  given  commandment  concerning  them. 
His  attitude  of  obedient  compliance,  is 
closely  simulated  in  other  human  activi- 
ties. Consider,  for  example,  the  utiliza- 
tion of  the  modern  radio.  About  the 
only  thing  that  the  average  pers.n  knows 
concerning  this  "  miracie  of  the  air  "  is 
that  when  the  switch  is  turned  and  the 
dial  is  adjusted  the  device  responds.  The 
Latter-day  Saint  is  equa.ly  as  Lonfiaent 
concerning  results,  for  lie  knows  from 
experience  that  when  he  complies  with 
certain  requirements  his  life  is  enriched 
thereby. 

Incorrect  Conception  of  Faith. 
Now  consider  for  a  few  momenta  the 
requirements  for  admission  into  the 
church  of  Christ.  Faith  is  defined  by 
standard  dictionary  authority  as  an  in- 
tellectual assent  to  the  truth  of  what  God 
has  revealed  ;  also  as  a  divinely  wrought, 
loving,  and  hearty  reliance  upon  God  and 
his  promise  of  salvation  through  Christ. 
Neither  of  these  definitions  differs  greatly 
from  the  meaning  of  '.'  belief,"  which  is 
given  by  the  same  authority  as  follows  : 
"A  conviction  or  assurance  of  the  truth, 
an  actuality  of  anything  on  other  grounds 
than  clear  perception  or  indisputable 
argument."  Faith,  to  be  sure,  carries 
the  added  element  of  trust  or  confidence 
in  God,  but  otherwise,  according  to  this 
authority,  it  is  closely  synonymous  with 
belief. 

The  Nature  of  Faith. 
.  But  this  viewpoint  is  not  satisfactory 
to  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  which  holds  with  the  Apostle 
Paul  that  faith  is  the  moving  cause  of 
all  action.  It  is  more  than  a  passive 
acceptance  of  the  verity  of  a  thing  ;  it  is 
a  dvnamic  something  that  causes  the  in- 
dividual to  strive  for  the  realization  of  the 
thing  that  he  hopes  for.  In  the  ordinary 
pursuits  of  life  this  motivating  agency 
is  seen  in  the  attitude  of,  say,  the  student 
who  not  only  believes  in  the  desirability 
of  pursuing  bis  ambition  but  who  is  will- 
ing to  work,  unceasingly  for  its  realiza- 
tion. There  are  untold  numbers  of 
individuals  who  are  convinced  of  the 
excellence  of .  a.  college  education,  but 
there     are    comparatively    few'     who    are 
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willing  to  put  forth  the  effort  required  to 
obtain  it.  The  student  who  possesses 
Ih  ■  necessary  conviction  and  ambition  is 
urged  forward  by  something  that  the 
other  students  do  not  have.  It  may  be 
called  faith,  or,  perhaps  better,  vitalized 
conviction. 

Faith.  Vigorous  and  Aggressive. 

Faith,  as  manifest  in  religion,  is  equally 
as  vigorous  and  aggressive.  It  is  not 
merely  a  persuasion  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ ;  it  is  not  merely  a  reliance 
upon  God  and  his  promises;  it  is 
an  energizing  conviction  that  produces 
good  deeds.  It  is  the  thing  that  causes 
converts  to  sacrifice  all,  if  needs  be, 
for  the  cause  of  truth  ;  it  is  the  thing 
that  carried  the  Utah  Pioneers  cheerfully 
across  the  plains ;  it  is  the  thing  that 
inspires  the  missionary  in  his  labour;  it 
is  the  thing  that  prompts  men  and  women 
to  do  good  everywhere.  In  brief  it  is 
the  dynamic  conviction  of  God's  word  to 
man. 

The  possessor  of  faith  is  therefore  full 
of  good  deeds.  He  does  not  sit  supinely 
bv  awaiting  the  day  of  Gods'  gracious 
goodness  but  works  unceasingly  and  in- 
telligently for  its  early  consummation. 
He  is  a  good  father;  he  is  active  in 
Church  affairs  ;  he  is  generous  in  his  con- 
tributions ;  he  is  helpful  to  all  men ;  and 
he  is  vigorously  alert  in  support  of  the 
cause  of  truth. 

Faith,  a  Requisite  to  P'rogresson. 

It  is  no  wonder  therefore  that  the  appli- 
cant for  admission  to  God's  kingdom 
should  be  required  to  possess  this  inesti- 
mable gift.  It  is  plainly  evident  that 
Deity  regards  an  active  membership  as 
of  prime  importance,  for  those  who  do  not 
possess  the  gift  are  excluded  by  his  first 
reouircment.  Christ's  attitude  towards 
those  who  profess  faith  and  have  not 
v-orks  is  set  forth  in  the  following  words  : 
"  Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  me,  Lord, 
Lord-  shall  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
hp-nven  ;  but  he  that  doeth  the  will  of  my 
^ither  which  is  in  heaven."  (Matt  7  :  21.^ 
C  >nrernirg  those  who  had  confessed  belief 
in  God,  he  said  :  "  Every  branch  in  me 
that  beareth  not  fruit  he  taketh  awav : 
nnd  every  branch  that  beareth  fruit,  he 
pur°"eth  't,  that  it  mav  bring  forth  more 
fruit."     (John  15    :  2.) 


Endurance  of  Faith. 

Some  have  thought  that  when  nun 
become  all-knowing,  faith  will  be  super- 
seded by  knowledge,  but  such  is  not  the 
case.  The  time  will  never  come  when 
faith  will  cease  to  exist  ;  otherwise,  good 
works  would  fail  and  happiness  would 
come  to  naught.  Throughout  th ■"  eterni- 
ties of  future  time,  faith  will  continue  to 
encourage  men  onward  and  upward. 
Knowledge,  on  the  other  hand,  is  not 
characteristically  a  motivating  fo~ce  to 
proper  conduct,  as  witness  Lucifer's 
knowledge  of  the  plan  of  salvation. 
Neither  is  belief  always  conducive  to  good 
deeds.  Some  of  the  Church's  severest 
persecution  has  come  from  those  who  at 
some  time  or  other  have  confessed  belief 
in  its  principles.  Then,  too,  there  are 
vast  numbers  of  honourable  men  and 
women  who  are  convinced  of  the  truth 
of  Mor  monism  but  who  have  never  re- 
ceived the  urge  to  become  one  with  us. 
No,  faith  will  never  cease  to  exist.  It 
was  by  faith  that  the  world  was  made 
and  by  faith  its  future  will  be  determined. 
The  Nature  of  Repentance. 

Repentance  is  said  to  be  a  gift  of  God. 
It  comes  as  a  result  of  experience,  and  is 
a  contrite  desire  for  self-improvement.  In 
a  material  way  it  is  illustrated  by  the  fol- 
lowing. A  merchant  known  to  the 
speaker  purchased  a  large  shipment  of 
flour  under  inflated  market  conditions  at 
a  price  above  that  for  which  he  subse- 
quently sold  it,  and  accordingly  lost 
heavily  on  the  transaction.  Thereafter 
he  could  easily  foresee  that  a  repetition  of 
this  nature  would  result  in  his  financial 
ruin,  and  accordingly  decided  to  profit  by 
his  experience  and  exercise  better  judg- 
ment in  the  future.  No  elucidation  is 
necessary  to  show  the  wisdom  of  such  a 
decision.  Improvement  comes  largely  as 
a  result  of  experience. 

Repentance,  a  Fore-Runner  of 
Progression. 

Repentance  of  sin  is  not  materially 
different.  It  consists  of  a  frank  admission 
of  former  mistakes  rmd  a  sincere  desire 
for  future  improvement.  Lamentations 
repeated  at  accustomed  intervals  are 
likely  to  be  perfunctory  rather  than  real, 
and  if  so  they  are  without  avail.  Above 
all,  repentance  must  be  sincere.  The 
slightest  element  of  hvpocrisy  is  sufficient 
to"  render    it    ineffective.         Repentance, 
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when  genuine,  is  a  forerunner  of  forgive- 
ness, and  as  such  is  one  of  the  choicest 
gifts  of  heaven. 

It  is  plainly  evident  that  without  re- 
pentance man  would  not  be  a  fit  candidate 
for  admission  into  the  Kingdom  of  God, 
for  in  a  satisfied,  sinful  condition  progress 
would  be  impossible.  An  exultant  bank 
clerk  who  had  absconded  with  the  institu- 
tion's funds  would  be  as  ready  for  pro- 
motion as  an  impenitent  sinner  is  ready 
for  further  blessings  on  the  part  of  Deity. 
Both  have  rendered  further  progress 
impossible  until  the\  are  sorry  for  the 
things  they  have  done  and  strive  for 
future  improvement.  But  a  truly  re- 
penitant  sinner  is  a  fit  subject  for  God's 
enduring  mercy. 
The  Nature  and  Purpose  of  Baptism. 

Deity  has  said  that  the  ordinance  of 
baptism  must  be  performed  by  immersing 
the  entire  body  in  water,  also  for  a  two- 
fold purpose,  namely :  the  remission  of 
sins  and  admission  into  the  Church  of 
Christ.  The  ordinance  must  also  be 
performed  by  one  holding  the  necessary 
authority.  Very  little  has  been  revealed 
concerning  the  reasons  for  this  require- 
ment except  the  statement  of  the  Saviour 
himself  that  "  thus  it  becometh  us  to 
fulfill  all  righteousness."  Why  immer- 
sion is  acceptable  to  the  Loru,  while 
pouring  and  sprinkling  are  not,  does  not 
appear  to  be  known  except  that  the  Lord 
has  so  spoken.  Neither  is  it  understood 
why  sins  are  forgiven  through  obedience 
to  this  ordinance,  or  likewise  why  it  acts 
as  an  admittance  to  the  Church.  The 
Mormon  church  adheres  to  this  practice 
because  the  Lord  has  commanded  it. 

Reception  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Again  Deity  has  given  definite  instruc- 
tion concerning  the  manner  in  which  the 
Holy  Ghost  shall  be  conferred.  This  is 
done  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  of  those 
who  are  in  authority.  At  the  same  time 
the  recipient  is  confirmed  a  member  of 
the  Church.  The  ceremony  although 
simple  is  highly  effective,  as  nearly  every 
member  of  the  Church  will  testify.  The 
effects  of  the  bestowal  and  confirmation 
are  seldom  startling  or  miraculous  ;  they 
are  best  seen  in  the  improved  lives  of 
those  who  are  faithful  in  the  performance 
of    their    duties.  Little    is    known    in 

regard  to  the  reasons  for  the  necessity  of 


this  ordinance,  except  of  course  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Lord  concerning  it. 

Future   Understanding. 

As  man  advances  in  intelligence 
successively  more  of  the  present  mysteries 
will  become  clear,  and  eventually  he  will 
know  the  reasons  for  all  things.  At 
present  he  is  not  unlike  a  little  child,  led 
homeward  by  an  all-loving  parent. 
Occasionally  he  recognizes  the  necessity 
for  following  certain  paths  but  in  the  main 
he  sees  no  reason  even  for  the  general 
route  that  is  taken. 

Deitv,  the  director  of  human  destiny, 
has  announced  that  certain  principles  and 
ordinances  must  be  complied  with  .before 
man  can  enter  the  Church  of  Christ. 
While  we  do  not  claim  to  understand  the 
basic  reasons  for  all  of  these  require- 
ments, yet  we  have  implicit  trust  in  Him 
who  made  them.  We  know  too  that 
Deity  does  not  make  unnecessary  require- 
ments of  his  children.  All  of  his  com- 
mandments are  based  on  invariable  law, 
and  therefore  no  individual  can  escape 
the  necessity  of  complying  with  them. 
The  laws  of  God  ?re  so  completely  univer- 
sal in  their  application  that  they  extend 
both  to  the  living  and  to  the  dead,  and 
are  adapted  to  the  capacity  of  all  of  his 
children,  the  weak  as  well  as  the  strong. 
Invitation  to  Membership. 

Mormonism  therefore  invites  the  co- 
operation of  every  child  of  God.  It  offers 
opportunities  for  growth  through  personal 
participation  ;  it  supplies  means  by  which 
man  can  discharge  his  moral  obligations 
to  others  ;  and  it  enables  him  to  comply 
with  the  various  principles  and  ordinances 
which  God  has  provided  for  both  the 
present  and  the  future  welfare  of  those 
who  love  him.  A  fitting  injunction  is  that 
of  the  Master  himself,  "  Come  and  see."

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EVOLUTION.   TRUE  AND  FALSE. 

From  The  Earth  and  Man,  by 
Dr.  James  E.  Talmage. 

Evolution  is  true  so  far  as  it  means 
development,  and  progress,  and  advance- 
ment in  all  the  works  of  God;  but  many 
of  the  vagaries  that  have  been  made  to  do. 
duty  under  that  name  are  so  vague  as  to 
be  unacceptable  to  the  scientific  mind.  At 
best,  the  conception  of  the  development 
of  man's  body  from  the  lower  forms 
through  evolutionary  processes  has  been 
but  a  theory,  an  unproved  hypothesis. 
Theories  may  be  regarded  as  the  scaffold- 
ing upon  which  the  builder  stands  while 
placing  the  blocks  of  truth  in  position. 
It  is  a  grave  error  to  mistake  the  scaffold- 
ing for  the  wall,  the  flimsy  and  temporary 
structure,  for  the  stable  and  permanent. 
The  scaffolding  serves  but  a  passing  pur- 
pose, important  though  it  be,  and  is  re- 
moved as  soon  as  the  walls  of  that  part 
of  the  edifice  of  knowledge  have  been  con- 
structed. Theories  have  their  purpose 
and  are  indispensable,  but  they  must 
never  be  mistaken  for  demonstrated  facts. 
The  Holy  Scriptures  should  not  be  dis- 
credited by  theories  of  men  ;  they  cannot 
be  discredited  by  fact  and  truth.  Within 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  there  is  room 
and  place  for  every  truth  thus  far  learned 
bv  man,  or  yet  to  be  made  known.  The 
Gospel  is  not  behind  the  times,  on  the 
contrary  it  is  up-to-date  and  ever  shall  be. 

It  is  natural  for  the  young  and  im- 
mature mind  to  think  that  what  to  it  is 
new  must  of  necessity  be  new  to  the 
world.  Comparatively      inexperienced 

students  are  discovering  from  time  to 
time  apparent  discrepancies  between  the 
faith  of  their  fathers  and  the  development 
of  modern  thought,  and  these  they  are 
apt  to  magnify  and  exaggerate,  when  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  their  great-grandfathers 
met  the  same  seeming  difficulties  and  yet 
survived.  Believe  not  those  who  assert 
that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  in  any 
way  opposed  to  progress  or  inconsistent 
with  advancement. 

Man  is  the  child  of  God,  he  is  born 
heir  to  boundless  possibilities,  the  in- 
heritor of  the  ete-nities  to  come.  Among 
mortal  beings,  the  law  holds  true  that  the 
posterity  of  each  shall  be  after  his  kind. 
The  child  therefore  may  become  like  unto 
the  parent ;  and  man  may  yet  attain  the 


rank    of   godship.  He   is    born    in    1 1n- 

line-age of  Deity,  not  in  the  posterity  of 
the  brute  creation.  Potentially  he  is 
greater  and  grander  and  more  precious 
according  to  the  arithmetic  of  God,  than 
all  the  planets  and  suns  of  space.  Eor 
him  were  they  created ;  they  are  the 
handiwork  of  God  ;  man  is  His  son!  In 
this  world  man  is  given  dominion  over 
a  few  things,  it  is  his  privilege  to  achieve 
supremacy  over  many  things.

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FASTING    AND    FAST    OFFERINGS. 

By    Elder    George    F.    Richards,    of    the 
Council  of  Twelve  Apostles. 

I  oesire  to  call  your  attention,  brethren 
and  sisters,  to  me  tithes  and  the  fast 
offerings.  Fasting  and  offerings  have 
been  associated  closely  always.  I  will 
read  to  you  a  lew  words  from  Isaiah  on 
this  subject.  He  goes  on  to  tell  that  the 
people's  fasting  was  not  acceptable  and 
tells  why.        Then   he  says  : — 

Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have  chosen  ? 
To  louse  the  bands  of  wickedness,  to  undo 
the  heavy  burdens,  and  to  let  the  oppressed 
go   free,   and  that  ye  break  every  yoke  ? 

Is  it  not  to  deal  thy  bread  to  the  hungry, 
and  that  thou  bring  the  poor  that  arc  cast 
out  to  tliy  house?  vvlien  thou  seest  the  naked, 
that  thou  cover  him  ;  and  that  thou  hide  not 
thyself  from  thine  own  flesh  ? 

Then  shall  thy  light  break  forth  as  the 
marnmg,  and  thine  health  shall  spring  forth 
spsedily :  and  thy  righteousness  shall  go  be- 
fore thee  ;  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  thy 
reward. 

Then  shalt  thou  call,  and  the  Lord  shall 
answer ;  thou  shalt  cry,  and  he  shall  say, 
Here  I  am. 

The  offerings,  according  to  Isaiah,  are 
naturally  a  part  of  the  fast,  and  help  to 
make  the  last  acceptable  to  the  Lord. 
We  ought  to  get  that  fixed  in  our  minds. 
Malachi  associates  the  offerings  with  the 
tithes  as  follows  (Malachi,  third  chapter)  : 

For  I  am  the  Lord,  I  change  not;  therefore 
ye  sons  of  Jacob  are  not  consumed. 

Even  from  the  days  of  your  fathers  ye  are 
gone  away  from  mine  ordinances,  and  have 
not  kept  them.  Return  unto  me,  and  I  will 
return  unto  you,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 
But  ye   said,   Wherein   shall  we  return  ? 

Will  a  man  rob  Gad  ?  Yet  ye  have  robbed 
me.  But  ye  say,  Wherein  have  we  robbed 
thee?        In   tithes   and   offerings. 

Ye  are  cursed  with  a  curse :  for  ye  have 
robbed  me,  even  this  whole  nation. 

Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  storehouse, 
that  there  may  be  meat  in  mine  house,  and 
prove  me  now  herewith,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  if  I  will  not  open  you  the  windows  of 
heaven  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that 
the-re  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive  it. 

Fastings   and   Offerings   Established. 

Tithes,  offerings  and  fasting — a  restora- 
tion in  these  days  What  does  it  mean? 
In  the  early  rise  of  this  Church  there  was 
established,  -is  a  restoration,  this  principle 
of  fasting  and  giving  offerings  for  the 
poor.  One  day  each  month  was  set  apart. 
The  members  of  the  Church  were  asked 
to  abstain  from  eating  two  meals  of  the 
three  which  they  are  accustomed  to  hav- 
ing,  and  to  give  the  value  of  what  thev 


would  save  by  the  fast,  for  the  support  of 
the  poor.  If  we  had  observed  tins  fully 
and  faithfully,  brethren  and  sisters,  there 
would  have  been  ample  in  the  Church, 
from  that  fund  alone,  to  take  care  of  all 
who  are  in  need  of  assistance. 
//  Strictly   Observed. 

Let  us  just  see  for  a  moment.  The 
population  of  this  Church  is  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  700,000;  we  will  say  600,000. 
If  all  of  the  members  of  the  Church  had 
observed  fully  and  faithfully  this  advice 
and  counsel  from  the  beginning  see 
what  it  would  mean.  Estimating  the 
average  value  of  a  meal  at  fifteen  cents, 
two  meals  a  dav,  thirty  cents;  for  600,000 
people,  $180,000.00  a  month.  Think  of 
it!  Or  $2,160,000.00  per  year!  We 
have  not  always  been  as  populous  as  we 
are  now,  but  had  we  observed  that 
obligation,  all  the  poor  would  ha\e  been 
taken  care  of  and  there  would  have  been 
an  accumulating  surplus  for  a  time  of 
emergency  such  as  we  are  having  to-day. 
It  is  a  little  thing  out  of  which  great 
things  would  come  if  we  were  doing  our 
part.  The  Lord  has  planned  it  all  right  ; 
the  failure  is  on  our  part. 

An  Obligation   Upon  All. 

So  let  us  now,  brethren  and  sisters, 
from  this  time  forth  observe  the  fast  and 
the  offerings.  I  realize  that  in  many  ot 
the  wards  and  stakes  there  are  but  very 
few  who  are  in  need  of  help.  In  fact, 
a  bulletin  issued  from  the  Presiding 
Bishop's  office  on  the  30th  of  June,  this 
year,  gives  the  information  that  seventy- 
five  of  the  one  hundred  and  four  stakes 
are  maintaining  their  poor  from  the  offer- 
ings. That  is  very  commendable,  but 
in  many  of  those  stakes  it  requires  but 
little  to  do  this. 

Instructions  have  gone  from  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop's  office,  endorsed  by  the 
First  Presidency,  asking  the  b  shops  in 
wards  where  the  offerings  are  not  needed 
for  the  poor,  to  forward  those  offerings 
to  the  Presiding  Bishop's  office.  1  sup- 
pose that  in  many  of  the  wards  where 
there  are  very  few  if  any  poor,  the  people 
have  felt  that  they  did  not  need  to  give 
their  offerings,  perhaps  they  have  not 
understood  the  plan,  that  a  surplus  of 
the  ward  offerings  should  be  sent  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop's  office  for  distribution 
r:mong  those  members  of  the  Church  who 
are  in  need.        I  am  disposed  not  to  find 
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I.'ult  Aith  the  people  on  that  account. 
Perhaps  the  bishops  have  npt  rea'i/ed 
the  full,  sigViiftcahce  of  this  -advice  and 
h  i\e  not  stressed  among  their  people  the 
importance  of  baying  their  offerings.  The' 
bishops  ou;ht  to  be  more  persistent  in 
teaching  the  people,  and  the  peopie  more 
p'articuldr   in   observing-  this   instruction. 

The  Presiding  Bishopric  and  the  Presi- 
dency of  the  Church  have  instructed' 
bishops  that  where  the  offerings  are  not 
sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  poo-  they 
are  at  liberty  to  make  requisition  upon 
the  Presiding  Bishopric  for  the  privilege 
of  using  a  part  of  the  tithing  for  this' 
purpose.  It  will  no  doubt  surprise  you', 
brethren  and  sisters,  when  I  tell  you  that 
last  year,  according  to  their  reports, 
$224,556.38  was  drawn  from  the  tithes 
of  the  Church  for  charity  purposes.  Is 
it  important  then  that  we  observe  our 
fast  and  our  offerings,  which  would  have 
obviated  any  calling  upon  the  tithing 
fund  for  help? 

In  Regard  to  Tithing. 

It  was  reported  here  by  President  Ivins 
yesterday  that  the  Church  is  out  of  debt. 
That  doesn't  mean  that  there  is  no  emer- 
gency and  that  we  can  let  up  on  the  pay- 
ment of  our  tithes,  brethren  and  sisters. 
The  tithes  are  dropping  off  because  of 
general  adverse  financial  conditions  and 
the  poverty  of  the  people.  We  do  not 
ask  those  who  have  been  and  are  full 
tithepavers,  to  pay  more  than  a  tenth  of 
their  mterest  and  income.  When  they 
have  done  that  they  have  done  their  full 
duty,  so  far  as  the  tithing  is  concerned. 
But  we  do  ask  them  to  continue  to  pay 
t-heir  tithing  as  heretofore ;  and  those 
who  have  only  paid  part  tithing,  to  pay 
their  tithino-  in  full  and  t^ose  who  have 
paid  no  tithing  at  all,  to  repent  and  nay 
their  tithes  to  the  Lo^d.  If  we  obtain 
an  exaltation  in  t-he  kingdom  of  God  we 
must  observe  and  keep  all  the  laws  of 
God,  and  that  includes  the  law  of  the 
tithe. 

Doers  of  the  Word. 

There  are  too  many  of  us.  I  fear,  who 
are  of  the  class  that  the  Apostle  James 
had  in  mind  when  he  said  : 

But  be  ve  doers  of  the  word,  and  not 
hearers   only,    deceiving:  vour   own    selves. 

I  feel,  b-ethren  and  sisters,  tint  we  as 
a  people  have  need  of  being  imoressed 
with  the  necessitv  of  doing  as  well  as  we 


know,  perhaps  more  than  of  being  taught 
what  we  ought  to  do.  We  are  a  well- 
taught  people  and  as  a  rule  if  ue  would 
do  as  well  as  we  know  all  would  be  well 
with    Zion.

The  resurrection  from  the  dead  was 
inaugurated  by  Christ,  who  had  power 
over  death,  and  who  laid  down  His 
body  and  took  it  up  again  as  and  when 
He  willed  (John  10:17-18).  Other  res- 
urrections of  the  righteous  dead  followed 
(Matt.  27:52-53;  and  Book  of  Mormon, 
3  Nephi  23:9-10).  This,  the  first  res- 
urrection, or  that  of  the  just,  has  been  in 
operation  since.  John  the  Baptist,  and 
both  Peter  and  James,  each  of  whom  met 
a  martyr's  death,  have  severally  appeared 
upon  the  earth  and  ministered  in  their 
resurrected  bodies  in  these  latter  times. 
(Doctrine  &  Covenants  13;  and  27:8-13). 
In  this  circumstance  the  continuance  of 
service  in  the  Holy  Priesthood,  through 
both  mortal  and  resurrected  beings, 
is  profoundly  exemplified. 

Moroni,  a  Nephite  prophet  who  died 
about  420  A.  D.,  appeared  as  a  resur- 
rected man  to  Joseph  Smith  in  1823, 
and  at  later  times,  and  committed  to 
the  latter-day  prophet  the  original  record 
from  which  the  Book  of  Mormon  has 
been  translated.  (See  Pearl  of  Great 
Price,  p.  88). 

Christ  affirmed  that  there  would  be 
a  resurrection  of  the  just  and  a  later 
resurrection  of  the  unjust,  or  resurrection 
unto  life  and  damnation  respectively. 
(John   5:29).     Apostolic  Scriptures  are

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Perhaps  the  bishops  have  not.  realized 
l he  full.  significance  of  this-  advice  and 
have  not  stressed  am6ngj  their  |  eoj.lc  the 
importance  of  baying  their  oi'fi-i  mus.  The 
bishops  ought  to  be  more  persistent  in 
teaching  the  people,  and  the  people  more 
particular  in  observing-  this  instruction. 

The  Presiding  Bishopric  and  the  Presi- 
dency of  the  Church  have  instructed 
bisho:s  that  where  the  offerings  are  not 
sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  pdtr'-  they 
are  at  liberty  to  make  requisition  upon 
the  Presiding  Bishopric  for  the  privilege 
of  using  a  part  of  the  tithing  for  this 
purpose.  It  will  no  doubt  surprise  you, 
brethren  and  sisters,  when  I  tell  you  that 
last  vear,  according  to  their  reports, 
$224,556.38  was  drawn  from  the  tithes 
of  the  Church  for  charity  purposes.  Is 
it  important  then  that  we  observe  our 
fast  and  our  offerings,  which  would  have 
obviated  any  calling  upon  the  tithing 
fund  for  help? 

In  Regard  to  Tithing. 

It  was  reported  here  by  President  Ivins 
yesterday  that  the  Church  is  out  of  debt. 
That  doesn't  mean  that  there  is  no  emer- 
gency and  that  we  can  let  up  on  the  pay- 
ment of  our  tithes,  brethren  and  sisters. 
The  tithes  are  dropping  off  because  of 
general  adverse  financial  conditions  and 
the  poverty  of  the  people.  We  do  not 
ask  those  who  have  been  and  are  full 
tithepavers,  to  pay  more  than  a  tenth  of 
their  mterest  and  income.  When  they 
have  done  that  they  have  done  their  full 
duty,  so  far  as  the  tithing  is  concerned. 
But  we  do  ask  them  to  continue  to  pay 
1-heir  tithing  as  heretofore ;  and  those 
who  have  onlv  paid  pirt  tithing,  to  pay 
their  Hthino-  in  full  and  t^O'se  who  have 
paid  no  tithing  at  all,  to  repent  and  nay 
their  tithes  to  the  Lo^d.  If  we  obtain 
an  exaltation  in  fhe  kingdom  of  God  we 
must  observe  and  keep  all  the  laws  of 
God,  and  that  includes  the  law  of  the 
tithe. 

Doers  of  the  Word. 

There  are  too  many  of  us.  I  fear,  who 
are  of  the  class  that  the  Apostle  James 
had  in  mind  vhen  he  said  : 

But  be  ve  doers  of  the  word,  and  not 
hearers   only.    d^ce?ving   vonr   own    selves. 

I  feel,  b-ethren  and  sisters,  tint  we  as 
a  people  have  need  of  being  impressed 
with  the  necessitv  of  doing  as  well  as  we 


know,  perhaps  more  than  of  being  taught 
what  we  ought  to  do.  We  are  a  well- 
taugb'   -'  ' 
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definite  in  segregating  individual  res- 
urrections, in  that  every  man  shall  come 
forth  "in  his  own  order"  according  to 
worthiness.  (1  Cor.  15:20-23;  Rev. 
20:4-6). 

The  imminent  but  yet  future  advent 
of  Jesus  Christ  is  to  be  accompanied  by 
a  general  resurrection  of  the  just,  while 
the  yet  unregenerate  dead  shall  remain 
in  their  unrepentant  state  of  duress 
until  the  Lord's  blessed  reign  of  a  thou- 
sand years  on  earth  shall  have  passed. 
Then,  in  a  period  following  shall  come 
the  resurrection  of  the  wicked. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  makes  plain 
that  the  resurrection  of  both  just  and 
wicked  shall  precede  the  last  judgment: 
"And  they  [the  dead]  shall  come  forth, 
both  small  and  great,  and  all  shall  stand 
before  his  bar,  being  redeemed  and  loosed 
from  this  eternal  band  of  death,  which 
death  is  a  temporal  death.  And  then 
cometh  the  judgment  of  the  Holy  One 
upon  them:'     (Mormon  9:13-14). 

No  spirit  shall  remain  disembodied 
longer  than  he  deserves,  or  than  is 
requisite  to  accomplish  the  just  and 
merciful  purposes  of  God.  The  resur- 
rection of  the  just  began  with  Christ; 
it  has  been  in  process  and  shall  continue 
till  the  Lord  comes  in  glory,  and  thence 
onward  through  the  Millennium.  The 
final  resurrection,  or  that  of  the  wicked, 
the  resurrection  to  condemnation,  is  to 
be  yet  later. 
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Dr  Thomas  Nixon  Carver,  Ph.D.,  of 
Harvard  University,  in  a  short  address 
delivered  at  Salt  Lake  City,  April  6,  1922, 
said:  "  I  have  been  in  this  community

SELF.

Often  one  hears  a  man  complain  of  ad- 
versity :  covering  a  volume  of  set-backs 
and  hardships  in  its  course.  Usually,  as 
an  excuse,  he  blames  the  lack  of  educa- 
tion ;  lack  of  influence ;  lack  of  friends  ; 
fate ;  bad  luck. 

How  often  do  we  hear  him  blame  him- 
self, for  the  sometime  hardships  which 
prevail  at  times?  For,  as  a  side-issue, 
I  claim,  that  occasionally  a  person  has 
no  mental  or  physical  control  whatever 
anent  alternating  circumstances  which  are 
apt  lo  overtake  an  individual,  a  com- 
munity, or  even  a  nation  ! 

As  an  individual  who  has  tasted  of  the 
bitter  end  of  the  stick — as  the  saying 
goes — and  upon  making  a  minute  ex- 
amination of  my  life,  covering  the  past 
score  years,  I  have  come  to  the  undeni- 
able conclusion,  that  apart  from  inter- 
national or  national  modification  and 
adjustments  of  tariffs,  which  by  the  stroke 
of  a  pen  may  have  an  adverse  or  the 
opposite  effects  on  thousands  of  families 
in  different  parts  of  the  world ;  monopoli- 
zation of  markets,  etc.,  that  most  of  my 
personal  set-backs  in  the  afore-mentioned 
period  can  be  traced  direct  to  its  source  : 
and  that  source  is  SELF. 

Since  my  conversion  to  the  Mormon 
faith,  which  faith,  teaching  and  practise, 
covers  a  multitude  of  real  beautiful  God 
given  teachings  for  our  temporal  and 
spiritual  well-being,  I  have  found  that  in 
work  or  play,  be  it  within  the  home,-  in 
the  field,  shop,  office  or  studio,  by  putting 
into  effect  the  teachings  aforesaid,  that 
advancement  is  the  ultimate  and  onlv 
possible  goal :  since  Mormonism  is  un- 
doubtedly an  everyday  religion. 


It  has  been  said:  "  A  religion  which 
has  not  the  power  within  its  teachings 
to  give  temporal  salvation,  would  lack 
the  elements  of  the  spiritual." 

With  such  divinely  given,  health  pro- 
voking truths  which  we  have  at  our  com- 
mand—  vide  the  instrumentality  of  a  mere 
uneducated  country  yokel,  though  a 
divinely  appointed  Prophet,  of  the  most 
High  God,  destined  to  become  one,  if 
not  the  most  talked  of  man  for  the  past 
hundred  odd  years  throughout  the  uni-

received  the  blessings,  so  to  speak,  of 
Scientists,  Dieticians,  Physical  Culturists 
and  Philosophers,  we  have  a  mighty  lot 
to  be  thankful  for ;  for  with  the  predicated 
blessings  which  must  naturally  follow  (and 
say  "  naturally  "  since  all  blessings  follow 
adherence  to  any  irrevocable  law)  correct 
dieting,  strict  abstinence  from  alcohol, 
non-smoking,  fast  days  and  the  other 
numerous  Mormon  teachings  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  physical  being,  an  individual 
is  left  with  little  or  nothing  to  complain 
of.

FAST  DAY,  FAST  OFFERINGS  AND 
MORMON  RELIEF  SOCIETY. 

The  Relief  Societies  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  in 
South  Africa  have  resolved  to  encourage 
all  they  can,  the  observance  of  Fast  Day 
(the  first  Sunday  in  the  month)  by  fasting 
and  prayer,  and  also  by  paying  Fast 
Offerings  themselves.  Fast  Offerings 
mean  the  amount  saved  by  fasting  one 
or  two  meals  on  the  first  Sunday  of  the 
month  either  in  money  or  food.  That 
which  is  saved  by  fasting  is  donated, 
offered  and  given  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
and  needy,  through  the  channels  of  the 
Church.  Fast  Offerings  can  be  paid  by 
anyone  to  the  Elders  or  the  Branch  Presi- 
dencies who  have  matters  in  charge  on 
Fast  Sunday  or  any  other  convenient 
time.  A  receipt  is  given  for  the  offering, 
the  same  as  for  tithing. 

The  Relief  Societies  have  concluded 
that  it  is  advisable  to  pay  Fast 
Offerings  whether  the  fast  is  kept  or  not, 
as  some  find  great  difficulty  in  fasting, 
but  can  afford  to  pay  an  offering,  for  the 
poor   regularly    each    month. 

The  Relief  Societies  have  also  agreed 
to  set  Fast  Day  aside  by  fasting  and  pray- 
ing for  some  purpose,  either  for  the  poor 
or  unemployed,  or  some  other  deserving 
cause. 

The  following  are  words  of  the  Lord  in 
these  the  latter  days.  "  Also,  I  give  un- 
to vou  a  commandment,  that  you  shall 
continue  in  prayer  and  fasting  from  this 
time  forth."  Doc.  and  Cov.,  Sec.  88; 
76.       Dated  Dec.  27,  1832. 

As  to  what  constitutes  an  acceptable 
Fast  Day  observance  is  well  set  forth  in 
<he  following  from  the  late  President 
Joseph  F.  Smith  :  "  Now.  while  the  law 
requires  the  Saints  in  all  the  world  to 
fast  from  '  even  to  even,'  and  to  abstain 
both   from  food   and  drink,   it  can  easily 
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be  seen  from  the  scriptures  quoted,  and 
e specially  from  the  words  of  Jesus,  that 
it  is  more  important  to  obtain  the  true 
spirit  of  love  for  God  and  man,  '  purity 
of  heart  and  simplicity  of  intention,'  than 
it  is  to  carry  out  the  cold  letter  of  the 
law.  Those  who  can,  are  required  to 
comply  thereto  :  it  is  a  duty  from  which 
they  cannot  escape;  but  let  it  be  re- 
membered that  the  observance  of  the  fast 
day  by  abstaining  twenty-four  hours  from 
food  and  drink  is  not  an  absolute  rule, 
it  is  no  iron-clad  law  to  us,  but  is  left 
with  the  people  as  a  matter  of  conscience, 
to  exercise  wisdom  and  discretion.  Many 
are  subject  to  weakness,  others  are  in 
delicate  health,  and  others  have  nursing 
babies  ;  of  such  it  should  not  be  required 
to  fast.  Neither  should  parents  com- 
pel their  little  children  to  fast.  I  have 
known  children  to  cry  for  something  to 
eat  on  fast  day.  In  such  cases  going 
without  food  will  do  them  no  good.  In- 
stead, they  dread  the  day  to  come,  and  in 
place  of  nailing  it,  dislike  it;  while  the 
compulsion  engenders  a  spirit  of  rebellion 
in  them,  rather  than  a  love  for  the  Lord 
and  their  fellows.  Better  teach  them  the 
principle,  and  let  them  observe  it  when 
they  are  old  enough  to  choose  intelli- 
gently, than  to  compel  them. 

'*  But  those  should  fast  who  can,  and 
all  classes  among  us  should  be  taught 
to  save  meals  which  they  would  eat,  or 
their  equivalent,  for  the  poor."

THE    WORD    OF    WISDOM. 
100     Years     Old. 

February  27  of  this  year  1933  marked 
the  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  Revela- 
tion from  the  Lord  to  the  Prophet  Jospeh 
Smith  known  to  the  world  as  the  Word 
of  Wisdom,  which  is  included  in  the  Doc- 
trine and  Covenants  known  as  the  89th 
Section.  The  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  by 
the  way,  is  a  volume  of  modern  scripture 
comprising  136  Revelations  from  the 
Lord,  of  which  133  were  given  to  the 
young  man  Joseph  Smith,  between  the 
years  1823  and  1844.  In  this  amazing 
piece  of  literature  may  be  found  words 
of  wisdom  for  the  dietary  of  any  human 
being.  Like  the  present  time,  when 
men's  hearts  fail  them,  they  know  not 
why,  but  not  keeping  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom is  surely  the  answer.  Their  dietary 
is  not  right.  Poisons  instead  of  perfect 
health-giving  foods  are  daily  used. 

This  modern  bill  of  health   can  be  ap- 
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plied  in  liie  to  anyone  without  in  the  least 
jeopardising  their  health,  pocket-book  or 
social  standing,  and  on  the  contrary  can 
give  to  one  ihese  three  things  quicker 
than  any  other  means.  To  the  members 
of  the  Church  there  need  be  no  preach- 
ment on  this  subject.  They  know  they 
should  keep  sacredly  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom, and  there  is  a  reckless  feeling  about 
those  who  know  they  should  do  this 
thing  and  do  not  do  it.  However, 
destructive  criticism  and  reproof  do  not 
get  so  far  as  constructive  suggestion  and 
love  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  those 
members  of  the  Church  who  neglect  to 
keep  sacred  this  Revelation  of  the  Lord, 
will  see  the  wisdom  of  it  and  apply  it  in 
their  lives. 

Can  it  not  be  expected  that  soon  tms 
one  good  thing  can  be  practised  in  the 
lives  of  the  people?  It  is  about,  the  only 
way  that  the  happiness  hoped  for  can  be 
really  enjoyed. 

Among  the  grandest  monuments  in  life 
is  the  man  or  woman  who  can  truthfully 
say  he  has  never  tasted  tea  or  coffee, 
tobacco  or  liquor  in  any  form,  and  has 
retained   his   or  her   virtue   perfectly. 

There  is  only  one  way  it  can  be  done, 
and  that  is  to  teach  the  child  to  do  it, 
and  do  it  from  cradle  to  grave.  A  strict 
observance  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom  is 
the  nearest  and  closest  way  of  making 
perfect  beings  out  of  children  after  they 
grow  Tip,  and  have  them  become  the 
beautiful  people  they  can  become  by  strict 
observance  of  the  Lord's  will  through 
1'ving"  the  Word  of  Wisdom.       D.
